I am a man of the year 1980, and I must tell you why I have become so 
sad and despondent a person. If you can hear my plea, be it a solitary charac- 
ter or an entire nation, heed my words. For if they are able to reach far 
enough into the past I may be a little happier in the belief that I was able 
to halt the wheels of change. But then I cannot be sure that this is humanly 
possible. 


You who are always searching for faster and more efficient procedures in 
production; you must hear me. Dampen your pride of progress, and for once 
consider tomorrow’s results of your achievements. You must never forfeit 
your foresight. I remember: I was younger and I was glad that machines 
could aid me in my work. I could see that many jobs were vacated, but at 
the time this was not a problem. Automation was of benefit to the forever 
accelerating treadmills of world production. If you could only realize the 
disastrous effect which this has had upon us today. I see the young students 
with their degrees lost and wandering; for there are no jobs for many of 
them. I could only begin to suggest how well they may occupy their lifetimes 
usefully. 


Computers became very important in organizing complex and flawless 
space flights, lunar landings, whole manufacturing processes, in organizing 
the common business. But I have seen these same computers create such 
harm and distress. For they lack sympathy. Remember that they are mach- 
ines, that they function through logic: and avoid programming their cold 
insensitive innards with the nutrients which may build conflict. You can 
probably see these underlying dangers of computerization in some of your 
factories. Having organized the production of certain household instruments 
and machines entirely by computer, you cannot suspend the process. Instead 
it is doomed to operate for several months, until its program is completed. 


I remember, also, working in a factory. There were machines, some, but 
we were still needed to handle the products in their various stages of manu- 
facture. Even then, I became unhappy. For I could reflect upon the time of 
craftsmen, the joy they must have experienced upon finishing something 
which they had created solely by themselves: and I realized how very little 
I could know this satisfaction in pride; that my role had become, instead, 
that of filling in a link of ten thousand along the production line. Our few 
artists today are alone in experiencing pride in their work...a true pride 
which is derived from hard and long work. Think upon this: A mass of 
workers will live and have knowledge of such a small integral part of the 
entire whole. Surely this drains a man of his sense of achievement? He will 
have to discover another field of activity in which he experiences this joy of 
uniting several parts, himself, to create a whole. 


Do you know, however, what makes me most unhappy? We have become 
automated to such a degree in the 1980s, that most of us work only for a 
short time each day. It is essential then, that we have something with which 
we can entertain ourselves. Be wary, now. Do not allow yourselves to be 
entertained. Instead learn to entertain yourself, and wherever possible to 
involve yourself with other people. Our education system has instilled in us 
laws of science, religion, philosophy; but in the stress it laid upon the aca- 
demic achieving, it neglected the all important physical application. The 
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younger people of my time seem to be faring better than I. It is well that you 
encourage them to find out as much as they can about living, as well as 
continuing their studies. Teach them to create variety. Involve them in life, 
and let them be involved. 


We older ones are finding that reality, more and more, is eluding us. 
Reality is eluding us? But can you not foresee? We have complex machines 
which transport us, accomplish those menial tasks of which you perhaps un- 
wisely grumble, machines that even store knowledge, that think for us. Do 
you understand where this must lead us? Learn now all of you, to value your 
senses, your Important connections with that which is around you. For our 
connections are becoming unreal; reality can be reached through buttons, 
wires, and machines. So never lose your ability to experience! 


With so much time for leisure, as you call it, I find that I am in more 
contact with men, here in the year 1980. It is very vital, then, that you over- 
come your suspicions, and learn to live with and not against, man. You must 
have (and I have suffered much on this account) sympathy and understand- 
ing toward many more aspects of life. To be isolated is something which I 
dread more, I think, than death. Therefore learn now, not to commit your- 
self to a narrow path; to exclude others is to truly suffer. 


Perhaps this trend is irreversible, and my warning will either bounce from 
deafened ears or arrive too late to be heeded. If so, I commend myself to 
what must be known only to us... the miserable inheritors of cursed auto- 
mation.

He 
was much smaller than other children at the age of ten and wore the simplest 
of clothing reinforced here and there by patches of hide. This lack of clothing 
and food was because of unsuccessful attempts made by his father at growing 
wheat and corn and trying to raise some livestock. These were all completely 
hopeless because of the bad soil foundation of the farm which made grain 
growing impossible. 

So it was then, that Fernando was considerably poorer than the other 
children at his school which he attended six days a week. But this lack of 
funds did not hinder Fernando’s ideas for his own future in the slightest. He 
held great ideals and one he grasped hold of and did not let go as his father 
had done. He was inspired by his father’s blunders in primitive fixed agricul- 
ture and also by the lonely road which he trod upon each morning, afternoon 
and evening. 


On one particular morning, Fernando was in lower spirits than usual for 
he had just received news that his father had had no luck in selling his 
withered produce in the markets of Montevideo the day before and now the 
situation of food distribution and clothing were even worse for the family. 
He set out on his way to school along the lonely road and walked slower than 
his usual quick pace. He was thinking hard. He knew that as he became 
older, more and more responsibility was to be laid on him by his family to 
watch them and give them enough food to keep them alive. Then, it struck 
him, his idea concerning his future. He raised his head very slowly and 
looked along each side of the road at its parched grasses waving in a sea of 
movements. He transformed them into canvasses shading people bustling 
about and rows upon rows of stands holding a maze of produce such as Fer- 
nando had never dreamed of seeing before. Then, returning to reality, he 
gave a joyous leap into the air and raced along the road towards the school! 


Ten years later, this dream of Fernando’s materialized. He owned one of 
the largest and most prosperous produce markets in Argentina. People trav- 
elled from all parts of South America just to buy or sell goods at his market. 
Fernando Maltez was never hungry or lacked clothing again in his life 
because of willpower to not make the saying “like father like son” hold true. 
As a result of his travels down the lonely road Fernando’s dream came true.

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Humanities and Science Third Annual Symposium 


This year the Third Annual Humanities and Science Symposium was held 
at the University of Victoria on April 11 and 12. Helen Ohrt and I were 
both chosen as observers; Helen had entered Creative English and I, Art 
History.
